A defense of numismatics written in the form of a 
discourse between Cynthio, Eugenius and Philander, followed by three series of woodcut plates of Roman coins, and preceded by Alex¬ 
ander Popes “Verses Occasion’d by Mr. Addisons Treatise of Medals.” Addison was one of the most important English essayists, and was, 
through The Spectator (which he published with Richard Steele), one of the guardians of good taste at the time. His opinions on the merits 
of coin collecting mattered.

The two-page letter bound into the opening pages of the volume, correcting an error he had 
apparently made regarding the Bruces, attests to his scholarly humility: the unsigned writer lays out a careful case arguing that Astle had 
been in error; Astle replies in his own hand at the bottom of the letter, giving the source he had used to make his printed statements and 
acknowledging that the source was incorrect and that the letter writer is, in fact, correct.

Heinrich Gustav Florke (1764-1835), was 
a noted botanist and author of Deutsche Lichenen (Brunet 5391). Several species of lichen are named after him. The book begins with a 
lengthy discussion on ancient coins, followed in similar fashion by the medieval coinage of various named countries, often citing native 
numismatic authors of the today. The Zweyte Abtheiling, headed “Von der Miinzkunst oder der Verfertigung der Miinzen; nebst einigen 
Ungaben des innerlichen und ausserlichen Werthes verschiedener gangbaren Miinzen,” begins on page 290 and covers contemporary 
coinage of western countries in detail, followed by the heart of the book: a lengthy exposition on coining technology. Part Three, begin¬ 
ning on page 789, is divided into 72 numbered parts and discusses: “Politische Miinzgrundsatze, oder was in Ansehung des gemeinen We- 
sens bey den Miinzen zu beobachten ist.”

A deeply felt love for art and art objects and a genuine understanding for historical and scientific problems inspired 
Italian collectors. The dukes of Tuscany and the princely families, the Chigi, the Colonna, the Barberini, the Pamphili, all had their art 
treasures. Names such as Prince Livio Odescalchi, Cardinal Massimi, Cardinal Albani, Prince Borghese, Prince Torremuzza, Monsignor 
Stefano Borgia, Ferdinando Cospi of Bologna, Manfredo Settala of Milan, Geronimo Correr, and Honorio Arigoni of Venice, are only a 
few among an impressive group of people who were moved for various reasons to treasure coins. Many of their collections—varied or 
highly specialized, modest or excessively wealthy—have disappeared, their treasures scattered without a trace. Others were transmitted 
practically untouched to later generations, their records in perfect order. As a result, many famous pieces today can be traced back to 
their original ownership.”

Hobbyists, it is said, generate devotion. Nothing except love of hobby could account for the existence of the unpublished (and 
probably unpublishable) Henkle manuscript. For 12 years Chicagoan David E. Henkle placed into his computer every bit of 
data known or guessed about every token issued in or for every Latin American nation. This includes such modern pieces as 
gambling chips, food stamp tokens, parking and vending machine and amusement tokens, and everything issued earlier that 
could be traced. Every published work in every language, plus thousands of fixed price lists and auction catalogs, are being fed 
systematically into the work. The cross-referencing achieved has caused observers to marvel, because specialists in one country’s 
tokens seldom get the opportunity to compare conclusions that stretch across frontiers. A full description of each side of every 
token is included, and only paper money is excluded. (Cardboard chits are included, as are tokens in plastic, bakelite, vulcanite, 
leather, bone and many other substances, as well as all metals.) In early 1988 Henkle agreed to collaborate on the reference work 
before you now. It has provided us with the best possible answer to “What’s out there?” that plagues every pioneering cataloger. 
Every project must start somewhere, but the Henkle manuscript served as a trampoline to get us jump-started. Will the Henkle 
work ever be published? We’d guess no in its present form because it would need critical editing and compacting to make it us¬ 
able for the collecting public. As a working tool, however, it demonstrates better than anything I’ve ever seen how the magic of 
the computer has enhanced numismatic research. Lest someone conclude that the computer will replace research in numismat¬ 
ics, we hasten to add that only human persistence driven by devotion matters. There is no monetary or fame award for such work 
as the Henkle manuscript, only personal satisfaction. Our deepest gratitude is extended to David Henkle for his collaboration 
in making Latin American Tokens better!

Henkle discusses his publishing format in the Introduction: being well aware of 
the limitations of publishing something like lus checklist in traditional book form (it would lock into place constantly evolving informa¬ 
tion I as well as the practical difficulties of that approach (the book would be enormous and have a limited audience and hence be very 
fenkle dec ided to simply make available to collectors those parts of the checklist in which they might be interested, issuing 
regular updates when new information called for them. Copies were produced simply by photocopying the one set of masters he main¬ 
tained in binders. In many ways the entire project resembles something more akin to a website than a book, and if he began the project 
today its hard to imagine that it wouldnt have been conducted as an online project. Regardless of format, however, Henkle’s works are 
recognized by the cognoscenti as absolutely essential and are very rarely offered for sale on the secondary market.

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THE WORKS OF JOSE TORIBIO MEDINA 

The eminent bibliographer and historian Jose Toribio Medina was born in Santiago de Chile in 1852 and died there in 1930. 
Though numismatics was only a hobby for him, Medina published twenty works on the topic, many of which remain standard 
works. This body of work is but a fraction of his output. “His total production is awesome, with more than 350 titles to his 
credit” (Carling Gresham, “Don Jose Toribio Medina: A Man For Any Reason,” The Asylum, Fall / Winter 1985, page 22). “As a 
result of his titanic labor—represented by the writing, editing, or translating of more than two hundred books and brochures 
and one hundred articles, many of them printed on his private domestic press—he has been called ‘the greatest bibliographer 
in Christendom’ and ‘The Prince of Americanists’” (Maury A. Bromsen, Jose Toribio Medina: Humanist of the Americas, 1960, 
page xi). While numismatists may be largely unaware of Medinas greater fame, they have come to realize their immense debt to 
his numismatic oeuvre. While he has always been remembered by those specializing in Latin American numismatics, the recent 
renewed interest in both medals and Spanish-American colonial coins has served to introduce a new group of collectors to his 
works. Even if every copy originally printed of his numismatic publications survived, there would be too few by far to satisfy 
the demand. Lack of initial appreciation and unfriendly climatic conditions have certainly taken their toll, and it is likely that 
only a fraction of the small numbers originally issued are extant. The following lots are from the Alan Luedeking library of the 
numismatics of Latin America, and constitute a rare opportunity to bid on all of Medinas numismatic books, as well as some 
rare smaller publications and important historical works.

Born in 1913 into a numismatic dynasty, Hans Maurice Frederick was schooled in the Netherlands, later studied at the Sorbonne, and 
rather involuntarily emigrated to the United States before the war, barely a step ahead of the Nazis. Fluent in five languages and no less 
in female assignations, he managed to find time to form a major numismatic enterprise in New York City, where be became allied, early 
on, with the principals of Numismatic Gallery and, even more propitiously, the Stack family. A shared fluency and the ability to conduct 
business in several languages made him the favored agent of King Farouk, not only to his benefit but to that of the American coin trade 
in general and Stacks in particular. Schulman was a founding member of both the Professional Numismatic Guild and the International 
Association of Professional Numismatists. The New York Schulman auction sale catalogues cover the numismatic spectrum. Odd and 
curious monies, countermarked / counterstamped coins, numismatic literature, shipwreck coins, mainstream ancient Greek, Roman, 
and Byzantine coins, Latin American rarities, and the full range of medieval and modern foreign coins and medals, all—including the 
more-than-occasional piece of dubious authenticity—were within his purview. The great majority of the truly notable Schulman sales are 
present here, including: 1950 King Farouk sale; 1957 Menjou / Ferguson; 1958 George Lee (3); 1959 and subsequent joint Kreisberg sales;

A very interesting group of material, highlighted by the letter from Secretary of the Treasury Hugh McCulloch appointing John H. Alexander 
to the Assay Commission. The letter begins: “In pursuance of the provisions of the 32 d Section of the Act of January 18,1837, directing the 
Appointment of Commissioners to make an annual trial of pieces reserved at the Mint and its Branches for the purposes of securing a due 
conformity in the gold and silver coins to their respective standards and weights, the President has designated you as one of the Commis¬ 
sioners, and I request if your engagements permit, that you will attend at the Mint in Philadelphia on Monday the 12th of February next.” 
According to The Papers of Andrew Johnson, “Professor John H. Alexander (1812-1867) was a renowned scientist who achieved recognition 
on the subject of standardization of weights and measures. He held several different academic appointments over the years, the last being 
professor of natural philosophy at the University of Maryland.” His appointment to the assay Commission seemed a natural fit. McCulloch 
furthermore wanted Alexander to be named as Director of the Mint the following year. On Feb. 12, 1867, Hugh McCulloch wrote to Presi¬ 
dent Andrew Johnson, noting that “I sent you yesterday the name of Mr. J.H. Alexander for Director of the Mint. Mr. Randall strongly recom¬ 
mends a Mr. Page for the place. I sent the name of Mr. A. to you because, in my judgment, he would fill the office with as much ability as it 
ever has been filled, and because no appointment would reflect more credit upon yourself?’ The same source notes, however, that “the plans 
to place Alexander in the directors office were upset by his death on March 2. McCulloch informed the President of Alexanders death and 
recommended the nomination of Henry R. Linderman. The latter was eventually confirmed on April 1,1867.”

According to Sheldon, Andrews’s “remarkably thorough little monograph” was the fruit of research spanning 
twenty years. In the preface, the author describes his work as “the result of careful observation” and opines “Perhaps it would not be advis¬ 
able to spend time that could be better employed on a subject of so little practical importance: but as a recreation from tasks more severe; 
as a means of training the eye to observe minor differences and variations; and of assistance to the mind in times of mental depression, 
the Numismatist will find it of much value.”

Number 17 of 200 copies printed of this modern classic and notable rarity. Greville and Dorothy Bathes biography of Jacob Perkins 
(1766-1849) is widely considered to be a masterpiece on several levels. First, it is outstanding simply as a biography of this important 
engraver of coins, paper money and stamps. The authors manage to encapsulate their subject’s wide-ranging interests and activities in 
one highly readable volume. Their expertise regarding Perkins shines through, whether they are discussing the development of his nail¬ 
making apparatus or his finely-honed engraving skills. Yet they wear their learning lightly, avoiding writing what could have easily been a 
ponderous or overly-academic treatise on their fascinating subject. In short, Jacob Perkins: His Inventions, His Times, and His Contempo¬ 
raries is simply an excellent book about Jacob Perkins. Then there is the matter of rarity. Printed in the midst of World War II, it is perhaps 
not surprising that only 200 copies would be printed of a book-length work on an inventor, engraver and engineer whom time had largely 
forgotten. Of these 200 copies, many, perhaps most, would have been impounded in institutional libraries (as was this one, albeit tempo¬ 
rarily). In recent years, scholars and historians have begun to appreciate the role played by Perkins in the early years of the United States 
(to say nothing of his important work in England). Numismatists have certainly come to a better understanding of the part he played 
in the development of U.S. currency and, earlier in life, of his work on the Massachusetts coppers. However, numismatists are only one 
group of people whose increased interest in Perkins has created a very high demand for the present volume: it is also actively sought by 
historians, philatelists and engineers, among others. The production values of the book are impressive. The frontispiece of Perkins, based 
on a painting in the possession of the Franklin Institute in Philadelphia, is excellent. Throughout the volume, there are six well-executed 
maps, one of which is a folding map showing the London of his later years. Nineteen illustrations are found throughout the text, which 
is further supplemented by 43 very fine plates illustrating banknotes, engravings, dies, and much else. Further, the appendices include 
eight additional illustrations printed on the same type of paper as the plates but integrated into the text. The paper used to print the text 
is of high quality, and the binding was reasonably well done. Of considerable importance and rarely encountered signed by the authors.

Dillistin notes that while John Thompson, the editor of Thompsons Bank Note & Commercial Reporter, “does not 
appear as one of the organizers, his two sons were original subscribers for a very substantial amount of the stock.. .and Charles Blondell, 
the publisher, .(was) also among the original subscribers to stock.” Thompsons Reporter claimed a circulation of 100,000 and one would 
presume that a similar number of copies of this pamphlet were issued but, if so, it becomes difficult indeed to explain why it is virtually 
unknown today.

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THE JEFF HOSFORD COLLECTION OF CROSBYANA 



SYLVESTER S. CROSBY 

Few names in the history of U.S. numismatics are afforded such unalloyed respect and admiration as Sylvester Sage Crosby (1831-1914). A 
watchmaker by trade, the meticulous habits of his professional life were put to good use in his avocation as a numismatist. “Numismatics,” 
wrote Philip Grierson, “like some aspects of astronomy and natural history, remains a branch of learning in which the amateur can still do 
valuable work, and it is on the great collecting public, or rather on that part of which is interested in the subject at a scientific level, that the 
progress of numismatic science largely depends.” A student of the history and coinage of the American colonies, Crosby exemplified the 
idea that it falls largely to devoted amateurs to do the real work of numismatics. Crosby began to contribute to this work in the 1860s, most 
notably in the April 1869 issue of the American Journal of Numismatics. In that issue his article “The United States Cents of 1793” appeared, 
accompanied by an outstanding photographic plate compiled by J.N.T. Levick depicting the various die varieties. That same year, he began 
assembling the materials that would form the nexus of The Early Coins of America. 

Arguably the best, and certainly the most enduring work on American numismatics ever written, The Early Coins of America was not in¬ 
tended to be the work of Crosby alone. Nominally the head of a committee of six appointed by the New England Numismatic and Archaeo¬ 
logical Society to publish a work on early American coinage, Crosby soon, however, found himself alone in that pursuit. Not only was the 
research and composition of the work done almost entirely by Crosby, ultimately he also had to publish it. Some of Crosby’s difficulties are 
apparent through a close examination of the rare original wrappers present in two copies of the book listed in the following consignment. 
On the wrappers to Part I, published in 1873, the publisher is given as the New England Numismatic and Archaeological Society and the 
printer as Charles Chaplin, a fellow member of that Society. By the time the final installment of the book was published in 1875, the printer 
was T.R. Marvin & Sons and the publisher was Crosby himself. 

The convoluted publication history of The Early Coins of America has resulted in a certain amount of bibliographic confusion due to the 
various states and issues of the first edition (leaving aside the fact that a number of reprints were published in the twentieth century). I here 
are, after all, copies with title pages dated 1873, 1875 and 1878 — all of them first editions. Added to this complexity are several “edition 
bindings,” different states of the heliotype plates, and the existence and debatable status of a Woodburytype plate issued by Dr. Edward 
Maris. Eric P. Newman, the preeminent U.S. numismatic scholar, has discussed most of these intricacies in his Bibliographical Foreword to 
the 1983 Quarterman reprint of The Early Coins of America. 

Just as making sense of numismatic history is the task of the devoted numismatist, making sense of a bibliographic puzzle like Crosby’s 
work is the task of the devoted bibliophile. Robert Wester assembled a very impressive collection of Crosbyana in the 1970s and 1980s, most 
notably obtaining Crosby’s own copies from descendents of the author. Both of those copies are included in the following collection. Our 
consignor. Dr. JefFHosford, has devoted considerable energy to collecting the various works associated with Sylvester S. Crosby, assembling 
a collection which is itself a tribute to this great numismatist. Besides the Crosby copies are ones belonging to T. Harrison Garrett and David 
Proskey. Copies with the 1873, 1875 and 1878 title pages are all included, as is the amazing copy owned by John Robinson, who carefully 
bound in every scrap of ephemera relating to the book’s production he could find. 

Our consignor, Jeff Hosford, reflects: “To have been the caretaker of these pieces of history as part of my collection for the last decade and a 
half has been an extraordinary privilege. Holding the actual volumes once in the hands of the masters, seeing the actual notations of Proskey, 
Garrett, and Crosby himself is like stepping back in time. Each book has its own character and, in a way, speaks its own words .” 

The following collection is of considerable importance. It may be decades before a collection of Crosbyana of this magnitude appears in 
one offering. All four Bass sales offered a total of nine first editions; the four Champa sales offered six. In addition to the first editions of 
Early Coins of America offered here, the collected provenances may be unparalleled. The Hosford collection does much to remind us of the 
significance of Crosby’s masterpiece. In the words of Eric P. Newman, The Early Coins of America “is truly the keystone to any library of 
American coinage.”

The author’s copy of the foundation stone upon which all subsequent works on early American coinage have been built. A unique copy, 
entirely in its original state, being a complete set of folio sheets loosely laid into original printed wraps. This was one of the discoveries 
made by Bob Wester through a descendant of Crosby, and certainly an incredibly important one. If Crosby’s magnum opus is the single 
most important work ever written on American coinage — and this seems to the present cataloguer an entirely reasonable claim to make 
— then it is hard not to make the leap and argue that this copy is the single most important piece of American numismatic literature. 
The unusual unbound state of the present lot attests to the incredible difficulties Crosby experienced during the publication of the work. 
Publication began in 1873 and was not completed until 1875. The twelve parts (as issued in eleven) were published separately and distrib¬ 
uted to subscribers in printed wrappers: it was left to the subscriber to eventually bind his or her copy upon completion. As mentioned 
in our introduction above, during the course of publication, the printer and publisher changed, with Crosby himself assuming the role of 
the latter. The Committee of Publication assembled to write the work quickly turned into a committee of consisting of Crosby alone, and 
while a number of prominent numismatists were willing to lend coins and offer advice, the compilation of the volume was left entirely to 
C.rosby. Other problems also occurred. There was a financial panic in 1873 and, if that weren’t enough, Crosby’s wife Mary died in 1874.

The Crosby Family copy, almost certainly the authors own bound copy. This beautiful example was purchased by Bob Wester in July 
1978 from a bookstore in Concord, New Hampshire. Upon discovering that J. Allen Crosby, whose ink stamp is found three times on the 
blanks of this volume, was a nephew of Crosby, Wester was able to obtain from the owner of the bookstore the name of the person who 
had sold it to her. This was Westers introduction to the McGlenen family, descendents of Crosby who eventually sold Wester the unbound 
folios described in the previous lot and a number of other items in the present consignment (see Westers article in the July 1987 issue of 
the Colonial Newsletter for more information). James Allen Crosby was the son of the childless Sylvester S. Crosby’s brother James, and it 
was James Allen Crosby and his sister Mary Crosby McGlenen who handled Sylvester Crosby’s estate following his death in 1914. James 
Allen Crosby would seem to have acquired this copy of 7 he Early Coins of America at that time. In further support that this is Sylvester 
Crosby’s bound copy is the binding itself. It has long been accepted that Crosby was responsible for the copies of Early Coins bound with 
a gilt impression of the Nova Constellatio “mark” — said to have been his favorite coin — on the front cover. This copy includes the Nova 
Constellatio, but is of richer and finer execution than the other known Nova Constellatio Crosbys. While most are in half morocco, for 
instance, this is in three-quarter morocco (i.e., the amount of leather used is greater). The spine is much more intricately decorated in 
gilt. The top page edges are gilt and there is a silk marker. These are features lacking from other Nova Constellatio copies. Finally, there 
are a handful of penciled annotations throughout — corrections to the text. These corrections are minor, often simply marking changes 
noted in the printed errata statement. Many others simply provide quotation marks to the beginnings of paragraphs within long quoted 
extracts. Simply put, they are corrections that no one but the author of the work in question could possibly care about. While they are so 
minor and brief that one cannot say with any certainty that they are in Crosby’s hand, it is nearly inconceivable that they are in anyone 
else’s. A most interesting addition to the text is the Woodburytype plate complied and published by Dr. Edward Maris. This handsome 
plate was first offered in an April 1876 editorial announcement appearing in the American Journal of Numismatics: “Subscribers to the 
Early Coins of America, can obtain a plate of forty-eight varieties of Connecticut, Vermont and New Jersey coins, which are described 
but not illustrated in that book. The size of the plate is uniform with those in Mr. Crosby’s work. Price, 50 cents.” Depicting coins from 
Maris’s notable collection, the plate is useful for establishing pedigrees as well as being an important adjunct to the classic 1875 work on 
American colonial coins. Probably fewer than 100 plates were originally prepared and today it is rarely encountered, particularly loose, 
or as intended, bound in copies of Crosby. It has been suggested that Maris’s intentions in publishing his plate were less than pure, and 
that a rivalry existed between Maris and Crosby from which this plate may have been derived as an act by Maris to “show up” Crosby by 
drawing attention to varieties not included by him. The presence of examples in other copies of Early Coins in Nova Constellatio bind¬ 
ings has, however, bought this rivalry into some question, and its presence in a copy that Crosby almost certainly had bound for his own 
library suggests that whatever rivalry may have existed between the two numismatists did not preclude them from an admirable coopera¬ 
tion. (That said, Crosby has carefully corrected the error in the Maris plate, correctly linking the 1787 Connecticut 4-L and 6.1 -M dies.)

Ihe 
gentleman in the back row at the far right has not been identified. The ladies who have been identified are, front row from left, Ann 
Parker Palfrey a daughter from Rev. Crosby’s first wife, [and] Reverend Crosby’s third wife Elizabeth Allen. The grandchildren with Rev. 
Crosby are the Bridges, daughters of Reverend William Bridge and Elizabeth Crosby Bridge seated in the front row at the far right.” it 
seems almost certain that one of the unidentified women would be Sylvester Crosby’s first wife, Mary Elisabeth Capelle, who died while 
Crosby was completing his magnum opus.

The extremely rare December 1849 supplement comprising pages 221-240 contains the attractive plate of California and Mormon gold 
coins (probably the earliest metallic embossed coin illustrations produced in this country), the tipped-in Mormon plate, and the first 
appearance of the unusual and sought-after packet of actual gold samples. The text preceding the samples explains their inclusion: “The 
alloy of the gold ordinarily, is wholly silver, with a little iron. It is the coating of the oxide of iron which gives the gold its rich hue, almost 
resembling that of fine gold. As that is removed in melting, the metal comes out so much paler than before, that persons unacquainted 
with the matter might suspect a willful admixture of silver. The people of California understand this, from the comparison of bars and 
coins made there, with the native grains. We need not send coals to Newcastle; but on our side of the Union, small samples will be inter- 
esting.” The sample on the left contains native grains of gold held in place under mica, and the other sample is a thin sheet of processed 
ore. As the authors aver, the difference in hue is striking. This copy also contains the even more rare (if admittedly less significant) 2-page 
1851 addenda, including a depiction of the new three-cent silver piece. Ex Robert Johnson library.

Ex libris Harry W. Bass, Jr., with his bookplate on front pastedown; early ink inscription on front flyleaf: “Ellis & Morton [Cincinnati 
bankers in the 1850s], presented by Adams 8c Co. June, 1850.” A rare and delightful numismatic memento of California Gold Rush days 
issued to supplement the authors landmark 1842 work. A subsidiary of what was soon to become Adams Express Company, Adams 8c 
Company of California was organized in 1850 and soon served the entire Pacific Coast. It was not under the personal management of 
company founder Alvin Adams and its operation was badly handled. Adams 8c Company of California failed in 1854, causing a panic 
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which shook California to its depths. The original edition of New Varieties appears to have been substantial and copies were bound in 
several colors: black, blue, red and white, with black the most common and white the least. Through the years, many copies have undoubt¬ 
edly perished and the gold samples have been often removed. This charming little volume is also greatly desired by collectors of Western 
Americana, further adding to its scarcity in numismatic channels. The only other example we recall ever seeing in white boards with gold 
samples was sold in our June 1, 1996 sale. Ibis copy is clearly enhanced by its direct connection to one of the book’s distributors, a key 
freight and cargo transport company operating in California in the early 1850s.

Virgil Brand’s unusually well-preserved copy of this notable plated Elder sale, featuring an important collection. Elder boasts in his intro¬ 
duction that the plated edition contains more plates than any other previous numismatic sale, which appears to be the case. The sale was 
a very strong one, particularly for U.S. large cents and early silver, and included an 1838-0 half dollar. The private and territorial gold is 
also of high quality. A number of the highlights in this sale ended up in the Eliasberg collection. Elder apparently was unsatisfied with 
some of the photographs taken for the catalogue, as some of the negatives were touched up before the photographs were printed. Difficult 
to find in its original state, as here. Charles Davis has suggested that this copy, unusual in that the plates have tissue guards, was made up 
specially by Elder as a favor to Brand (or perhaps to curry his favor).

Not over 8 or 10 Plate 
catalogs were issued. Probably none other to be had anywhere for sale. Ought to bring $15 to $20.” (The market for these has, suffice to 
say, increased.) The first eight plates depict British coins from Celtic times to Queen Victoria, including several Roman Republican coins; 
the ninth through twenty-second plates illustrate a wide variety of ancient Roman coins, along with a few Byzantine pieces and several 
coins of Roman Egypt; and the final six plates are devoted to American colonial coins.

A remarkable publication. Fewer than a dozen sets are currently known to be extant, and it is doubtful whether most of those include all 
ol the issued supplements (this set does). The first nine volumes were published bimonthly but the final volume was issued over a five- 
year period, which, combined with being printed on paper of inferior quality, helps to explain the rarity of complete sets. Supplements 
were issued for the following numbers: Vol. IV, No. 6 (4 pages, and missing from the 1983 reprint); Vol. V, No. 1 (2 pages); Vol. V, No. 4 
(2 pages); Vol. VI, No. 2 (2 pages); Vol. VI, No. 6 (4 pages); Vol. VIII, No. 1 (4 pages); Vol. VIII, No. 2 (4 pages); Vol. IX, No. 6 (4 pages); 
while Vol. X, Nos. 3 and 6 were of above-average size, they seem to have been issued in one piece, which may be true of some of the earlier 
Supplements, which may have been published with the regular issue. The Vol. IV, No. 6 Supplement, announcing the death of Charles 
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Bushnell, seems often to be absent from sets (as indeed it was absent from the set used as the master copy of the 1983 reprint — which is 
also missing two pages in the Vol. VIII, No. 4 issue). Tire half-page advertising leaf inserted into Vol. VI, No. 6 is only the second example 
seen by this cataloguer. In United States Numismatic Literature, Volume I, John W. Adams wrote: “Frossard opened his own business 
in 1877 and initiated his own periodical, Numisma. This latter, undoubtedly the most lively publication of its kind, provides us with an 
intimate glimpse into the hobby as it and its personalities then existed. The editor deals out praise to his friends but doesn’t hesitate to 
flog offending competitors, a list which includes Scott, Proskey (he of the India Rubber conscience), Mason, Steigerwalt, Woodward and 
the Chapmans, among others.”

Hickcox’s Historical Account is the first substantial work ever written on American coins. Only 200 copies were issued. The author writes 
in the preface: “The design of this work is to give an account of the legally authorized coinage of the United States of America during the 
periods of their colonial history and their existence as a united republic. Nothing as comprehensive has heretofore been attempted, nor 
is there any separate publication on either our colonial or early federal coinage. The materials have been collected by consulting early 
periodicals, congressional and legislative documents and other works, and through an extensive correspondence with gentlemen in other 
stales in the concluding chapter is given a catalogue of pieces which have been neither legally issued, nor can they, with one or two excep¬ 
tions, be considered as tradesmen’s tokens, but were the inventions of individuals, sometimes proposed as specimens or patterns of coin¬ 
age for the newly formed republic.. . The modern coinage of the United States having been quite fully exhibited in the valuable treatise 
by Messrs. Eckfeldt and Du Bois, it has been deemed expedient not to repeat the engravings contained in that work.” Unfortunately for 
Hickcox, his pioneering work was almost immediately overshadowed by Montroville Wilson Dickesons American NumismaticalManual. 
Though smaller in size and scope, Hickcoxs work is richer in historical detail and more elegant in style. It will always remain a landmark 
in American numismatic literature. The letter by Hickcox that is tipped into this copy is non-numismatic, but is a nice extra touch. Clain-

Perhaps the most lavish work on American numismatics ever published. The set offered here is in a magnificent binding, fully equal to 
the quality of the contents, signed bound by Matthews in gilt at the base of the front inside cover. It is imprinted 1881, and is the only 
example ot this edition that we have ever heard of or seen. Originally published in 1878, the great majority of sets are so dated, though we 
have handled a few sets with an 1880 imprint over the years. Loubat’s obsession with social recognition continues unabated during this 
period; the listing of various affiliations following the authors name has grown from four lines in 1878, to seven lines in 1880, and to nine 
lines in the 1881 edition. A resident of New York City, the Duke inherited a considerable fortune, and a 1878 review from The New-York 
Sun notes that, instead of squandering his life in social or profligate idleness, devote(d) it to the manly sport of yachting and to the study 
of that branch of numismatics which deals with medals.” Loubat was also an early benefactor of American historical and numismatic 
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research. In 1890 he endowed the Academy of Inscriptions and Belles-Lettres of the Institute of France with an annual income of 1,000 
francs, to be awarded every three years for the best work pertaining to the history, geography archeology, ethnology, languages and nu¬ 
mismatics of North America. He also endowed Columbia University with similar prizes of $1,000 and $400, to be awarded at the close of 
every quinquennial period. In 1907, His Excellency Joseph Florimond, Duke of Loubat was chosen to be a member of the “Academie des 
Inscriptions et Belles Lettres,” one of the five great Academies constituting the “Institute of France.” He was the first American honored by 
admission to its circle, which is limited to only forty members. In this, his magnum opus, the author relates “that Mr. Jefferson, as early as 
1789, entertained the idea of publishing an account of all American medals, struck up to that time,” but it remained for Loubat to publish 
the first extensive work on the topic. In 1908, the American Journal of Numismatics noted: “His sumptuous work on the Official Medals 
struck by the authority of the United States marked an epoch in our medallic history.” Conceived in 1862, this magnificent work required 
sixteen years and an outlay of $25,000 to complete. The paper for the book was specially made by Blanchet Freres & Kleber, Rives and 
the plates were printed in Paris by A. Salmon. The text was printed by Francis Hart of New York. Sets were originally offered for sale at 
$30.00. Bouton’s 1878 prospectus proclaims “As but a very limited edition has been printed, an early application is necessary to secure 
copies.” Loubat’s magnificent production did in fact not sell well at the time (witness the sizable hoard of original 1878 sets uncovered in 
the 1960s). Doubtless the hefty price tag combined with the specialized nature of the work limited initial sales. This makes it all the more 
difficult to understand the existence—with the discovery of this set—of three different imprints. Cleveland Amory’s 1960 Who Killed 
Society ? contains a most entertaining account of Loubat’s famous 1881 brouhaha with another of his prestigious affiliations, namely the 
Union Club of New York. He had recently become one of ten lifetime members after tendering a payment of $1,000. Verbally sparring at 
the club with a certain Henry Turnbull on the merits of matrimony, Loubat responded to the query of why he was not married: “Nobody 
would have me. I am not rich enough.” Turnbull then inquired why he did not marry a certain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. 

Loubat allegedly replied: “Why should I marry her when I’ve been trying for ten years to-her daughter?” The word or phrase 

used by the Duke was never made public but he was deemed to be no longer a gentleman and was expelled from the Club. At one point 
in the controversy Loubat was prepared to challenge Turnbull to a duel. Eventually reinstated after litigation in 1886, Loubat never again 
passed through the Union Club door, though he lived until 1927. The binder, William Matthews, was born in 1822 in Aberdeen, Scotland. 
He came to New York in 1843 as a journeyman bookbinder and in 1846 assumed charge of the bindery of the large publishing house of 
D. Appleton 8c Co., where he remained until 1890. According to William Loring Andrews, in Bibliopegy in the United States, New York, 
1902, “The credit for having raised Bibliopegy in the United States permanently to the rank of a fine art, belongs indisputably to William 
Matthews... The fine bindings he executed were mainly a relaxation, in which he indulged for the gratification of his cultured artistic taste 
and the accommodation of a few of his book-loving friends.” Clain-Stefanelli 4203. Davis 631. Grierson 268. Sigler 1596 (all recording 
only the 1878 edition).

Low tells the story of the genesis of this collection well in his 
introduction: “The foundation of this cabinet was laid in the eighties’ by the late W.W. Hays, who drew together a large number of these 
pieces. It next passed into the hands of Mr. Charles Steigerwalt, who afterwards purchased the collection of Mr. Henry Phelps ... with the 
result of adding several new numbers. Mr. Steigerwalt... brought it to an even higher state of perfection, improving it by the acquisition 
of examples in a superb condition ... It now comes before the public in its present state as the property of Mr. Charles G. Zug, and to him 
must the praise be accorded for its finishing touches....”

While a later reprint of the standard Low second edition (plus the supplement, Dunham’s liasy binding List and Adams’s photographic 
plates), this copy is most interesting due to the large number of handwritten annotations throughout. Many, perhaps most, are in the 
handwriting of Walter Breen; the presence of other hands, as well as the source of this copy, suggests that this copy was used by the New 
Netherlands Coin Company. Annotations concern rarity, metals known, prices, additional varieties, mules, die states, collections and so 
forth. Some of the comments are amusing, as when Low 53 is deemed the “Big Bellied Donkey” variety. In the description of Low 31, 
where Low writes that “so seldom does it appear with distinctness that I forbear to count it as a berry,” Breen writes, “It is, though.” The 
4-page price list at the end is especially heavily annotated, in at least three colors of pencil. Most interesting. Ex Charles M. Wormser /

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ALL THREE OF JAMES MEASE’S 
FOUNDATIONAL WORKS ON U.S. NUMISMATICS 


James Mease, M.D. (1771-1846) was a polymath who published on a number of different subjects, including medicine, geol¬ 
ogy and history. He was well known as the editor of the Domestic Encyclopedia (1803-04) and the Archives of Useful Knowledge 
(1811 -12). His Picture of Philadelphia (1811) is a foundational work of local history and contains the first useful description of 
the U.S. Mint operations. In addition, he is considered to be the first writer to publish on the subject of U.S. numismatics. In a 
groundbreaking series of three articles, offered here together for the first time, Mease examined U.S. medals and coins from the 
perspective of the numismatist, writing as a student of numismatics for other students of the subject. While a number of Ameri¬ 
can publications of numismatic interest predate Meases 1821 article “Description of Some of the Medals Struck in Relation to 
Important Events in North America,” these early publications were written for merchants, bankers, lawyers, politicians and other 
people who dealt with monetary issues on a daily basis. Works had not been written from the point of view of one who studies 
coins and medals. Indeed, no works written for numismatists appear to have been published in this country between Mease’s 
1821 article and his own revision of that article in 1834. In 1838, Mease went on to write what is considered to be the first nu¬ 
mismatic article concerning American coins, a brief work appearing in the Collections of the Massachusetts Historical Society. All 
three works are very rare, with only a few known in numismatic hands. In his groundbreaking lecture on the topic of U.S. numis¬ 
matic literature, William S.F. Mayers noted that “the first actual attempts at systematic classification and record of the coins struck 
in or for the American colonies and United States, appear in the shape of papers to be found in the collections of State Historical 
Societies” (“The Literature of American Numismatics,” Nortons Literary Letter, No. 3,1859, p. 6). Meases articles are specifically 
mentioned by Mayers in his article, showing that these works, long forgotten until recent years, were still in the memory of some 
in the late 1850s. Though the 1821 version of the article is included in Attinellis masterful 1876 Numisgraphics (p. 109), it is listed 
under “Historical Society of New York. Collections” with no mention of its contents or importance (and neither the 1834 revision 
nor the 1838 article are mentioned by him at all). Meases 1821 article was reintroduced to modern scholars by Eric Newman 
in the Summer 1992 issue of The Asylum, the quarterly journal of the Numismatic Bibliomania Society, and has since been dis¬ 
cussed by Joel Orosz in later issues of the same publication. The Newman article was also published in the August 1992 issue of 
The Numismatist. A rare opportunity to acquire some of the preeminent numismatic incunabula for collectors of U.S. material.

Mease’s article on medals is the first work published in the United States on a numismatic subject and is of the utmost importance to 
the history of U.S. numismatics. Topics covered include the Libertas Americana medal, a few Betts medals, the Comitia Americana 
series and some War of 1812 medals. Mease later revised this article, publishing it again in 1834 ( vide infra). This volume of the Collec¬ 
tions of the New-York Historical Society also contains David Hosack’s inaugural address as president of the Society (pages 269 to 280), 
in which he c omments on the Society’s coin collection (much of it received from Rev. John Christopher Kunze, who began collecting 
in the 18th century), and makes a cogent argument for the importance of a numismatic collection. The only copy of this work to have 
been offered publically in numismatic channels was badly waterstained: no copy that we know of has been offered to the numismatic 
marketplace via auction.

Mease’s 1838 work is “the first numismatic article on American coins published in America,” according to Eric Newman (The Asylum, 
Summer 1992). Of the highest importance and rarity: we are aware of no other copies having been offered to the numismatic market via 
auction. Brief as it may be, this work is the foundation upon which U.S. numismatic scholarship has been constructed. Indeed, it is of 
greater value than merely as a curiosity or historical artifact: Newmans aforementioned article discusses how Meases comments on the 
Bar Cent and the circulating value of Connecticut coppers have important implications for current scholarship on these pieces. A very 
rare publication; an equally rare opportunity.

The handwritten card accompanying the set is inscribed: “I know B. Max would appreciate your having these, 
(signed) Ethel.” The first two volumes are unfortunately not present here and we do not know if they have 
survived. The set should be completed and it would be relatively easy for a good craftsman to closely match 
the Mehl bindings. The style is identical to Mehls leatherbound set of the American Journal of Numismatics, 
sold in our June 12-13,1981 sale (lot 696, vide color plate facing page 81). An underrated source of informa¬ 
tion, Mehls Numismatic Monthly is especially rich with word sketches of turn of the century American nu¬ 
mismatists, often accompanied by individual or group photographs. Also featured are short monographs on many unusual numismatic 
topics, including a wealth of data on Canadian numismatics. Of Mehl and his Monthly, John Adams wrote: “The career of B. Max Mehl 
was an impossibility. He had at least three strikes against him: 1) he was an immigrant Jew in a then-gentile hobby, 2) he was located in 
Fort Worth, Texas, at a time when 95 percent of the business was done on the East Coast; and 3) Lilliputian in stature and colorless in 
terms of personality, he adopted a business plan that relied on creativity and promotion.

George Kolbe clearly remembers Jack Collins excitedly calling him in early 1979 with his idea of forming an association of numismatic- 
literature collectors. Within a year of the initial meeting at St. Louis, the first issue of The Asylum appeared. Usually, the editors would 
spend a day together in Mission Viejo putting the early issues together, after having gathered the various articles, correspondence, etc., 
or, quite often, writing the articles themselves. Collins suggested both the whimsical name of the journal and of the society itself, not 
without some dissent from his co-founder.

NUMISMATIC BOOKS, AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ORGANIZATIONS AND POLITICS, AMERI¬

five and one half linear feet, and weigh a total of approximately one hundred thirty-five pounds. (5000.00) 
Today, few coin people recognize the name of Chicagoan Michael A. Powills (1906-86). Yet he played a remarkable role in supplying 
numismatic literature to American numismatic dealers and collectors over a half century. The archive at hand chronicles his activities as 
the leading numismatic literature dealer of his time. Of Lithuanian descent, Powills was a commercial and industrial real estate executive 
and former president of Consolidated Terminals Inc., Chicago, and Reliable Trucking Co., Rockford. He was also chairman of the Fatima 
Cottage Foundation, devoted to serving needy children in Liberia. Early in his career he was a Deputy Collector of the Internal Revenue 
Service. For many years he was also a purveyor of perfumes, ostensibly as a business but perhaps utilized more effectively as a lagniappe 
in his numismatic endeavors. 

Powills was extremely active in American Numismatic Association politics and affairs (he ran unsuccessfully for the Board twice in the 
late 1940s). A hail fellow well met and an inveterate convention-goer, he was personally acquainted with virtually all of the American 
numismatic movers and shakers of his time. All the while, he was carrying on an extensive numismatic literature business. Mike was truly 
a people person, and while he advertised in The Numismatist, in Frank Causey Wilsons Monthly Rare Coin Bulletin, and in the Numismatic 
Scrapbook Magazine, the main part of his business was conducted via the United States Postal Service or person to person. Mike was an 
obsessive letter writer and he exploited the personal connections made at summer ANA conventions and regional coin clubs over the 
years to sell both new and rare and out of print numismatic publications to a wide clientele: virtually a "Who’s Who” of American numis¬ 
matics. Powills was hardly less active in Europe as a buyer, dealing with the major coin dealers of the day. 

Mike Powills was also a wide-ranging coin collector, beginning as a boy in 1914, and a part-time coin dealer from his early twenties. His 
outstanding numismatic library was sold in several mid-1980s George Frederick Kolbe sales. Some of his specialties, reflected in both 
his collections and his library, included coins of the Middle and Far East, Siamese porcelain tokens, odd and curious currency, depres¬ 
sion scrip, bicentennial Washington medals, new issues of a variety of international coins, and much more. These topics weave their way 
throughout the vast body of correspondence in delightful and unpredictable ways. Early on, Powills dealt fairly widely, buying significant 
coins from Henry Chapman and, later, from his estate. He also dealt with most of the coin dealers of the day, though these activities seem 
to diminish in later years. 

Throughout, while the level of his activities might wax and wane (probably as a result of the current intensity of his “real life” business 
endeavors), he bought and sold numismatic literature. And he wrote letters, and letters, and letters. And he saved copies of virtually all 
of them, accompanied by their responses. 

In 1952, Powills wrote: “The pleasant accusation has occasionally been made—justly or otherwise—that for an amateur correspondent 
my talents as a writer, with patience, proper guidance and an abundance of encouragement, I might yet achieve literary fame. However, 
not unmindful that perchance such flattery was merely a friendly hint to limit my letters to the brevity of a paragraph, I took it for granted 
that my role as a seasoned correspondent was not in question.” This was written to Joseph French Maley, who responded: “You really 
construct an admirable phrase, sentence, paragraph or what will you. You chase me to my encyclopaedias to find out just what you are 
saying. Perhaps, I should not say this, it is not really complimentary. Just a bit of chaff. After ‘digesting’ your correspondence I will say, 
unqualifiedly, that you really sling a mean batch of English as she aint spoken.” 

The sheer quantity of material present is matched by a correspondingly high level of quality. The correspondence in particular serves 
as a record of a period of some fifty years in the numismatic world, and includes hundreds of numismatic autographs and handwriting 
samples as well.

Wayte Raymond 1931 — “I find that the popular demand is for books of catalogues, not too technical, and well illustrated. With this in 
view I have planned a complete series of catalogues on U.S. coins.” 

Henry Chapman 1932 “I have a very large bill to pay on Friday. Could you please send some money...” 

Michael A. Powills 1932 — (to Henry Chapman) “Will you kindly enter the name of Mr. Wm. H. Sheldon, a professor at the University 
of Chicago, on your auction sale catalogue list?” 

Philip M. Showers 1946 — “Would like to obtain a copy of The United States Half Cents by Gilbert with plates... I specialize in collecting 

U. S. coins, but Vi cents in all their variations and attributions in particular.” 

M. L. Beistle 1930 — “1 have no Numismatic literature that I could send you, as my books and collection have been largely disposed of’ 
Bert Koper — “Am born from a Dutch E. Indies Mother, and Dutch Father, in the City Haarlem...” 

Armin Brand — “Mr. N.A. MacRae ..is handling the sale of the duplicates which I received of the Numismatic Library from the Estate 
of Virgil Brand.” 

N. A. MacRae 1939 ...regarding duplicate numismatic books from the Estate of Virgil M. Brand...by reason of their rarity and value 

are in storage... I have a detailed list of them... or if you should be interested in the entire lot I will arrange for you to see them...” 

M.H. Bolender 1958 - - “I have not one decent copy of the book...only a worn battered copy, all marked up with notes, extra plates, etc. 
But Bebee has some yet.” 

P.O. Sigler 1944 "I hope to finish my bibliography within six or eight months, and if the A.N.A. would publish it and distribute to its 
members, I would be glad to donate my years of labor to the cause.” 

Stephen Bibler 1951 — “1 see De Nise has taken over the ANA job as Librarian. Heaven help the books!” 

Associated Coin & Stamp Co. (J.F. Le Blanc on Hesslein stationery) 1932 — “We have taken over Mr. William Hessleins business...” 
Sawyer McA. Mosser 1944 — “A number of the sets of the American Journal of Numismatics are still available. However, only one of these 
is completely unbound... The cost of this set is $120.00.” 

P.K. Anderson 1950 — “1 have never bought a coin from Frank Katen and probably never will... If he wants to deal mein on the ‘dirt’ he 
is wasting his time & postage as I am not in the least interested. I am satisfied with things as they are and like you I dislike the method. 
Sounds too much like Hitler to me.” 

Michael Powills 1950 — “I see Frank Katen is still carrying on his feud’n and is now threatening the numismatic fraternity with the forma¬ 
tion of a new association. Some people sure are gluttons for punishment!” 

F.K. Saab, 1948 — “I finally visited his Majesty King Farouk 1st in his Palace at Koubbeh on Oct. 6th 1948 in a 35 minutes of private 
audience and had a direct wish from his Majesty, expressing the desire of writing articles in our Numismatist; it would be fitting that you 
should not miss sending him the list of books you have to enrich his overwhelmed library etc.” 

Frank H. Stewart 1934 — “If you desire a copy of my history of the First U.S. Mint Its People and Its Operations for a reference library the 
price is $5.00. They are not for sale to individuals.” 
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Barney Bluestone 1939 — “Wish to advise that Mr. Wurtzsbach has given us the exclusive right to handle [Massachusetts Colonial Silver] 
in this territory. There are still about five copies available and these we offer at $3.25 each.” 

David M. Bullowa December 1, 1945 — “I AM NOW A CIVILIAN! Haven’t gotten around to unpacking all the rare numismatic books I 
sent back from Italy, but it is a real pile, including some wonderful sets...” 

Joseph B. Stack 1944 — a letter you sent to Hans Holzer was given to me and he has asked me to order some books. What I would like to 
know in plain English is, do you sell these books or send out lists so that you can receive lots of mail... When we were together in Iowa, I 
ordered these books... and if it hadn’t been for the several other times you failed to send things I have ordered, I wouldn’t be so frank...” 
David M. Bullowa 1947 — “I have noted your interest in A.N.A. politics but I think you are aware of the fact that since my return from 
the army I have had no dealings at all with any A.N.A. matters.” 

Clarence Griffin 1930 — “About a year ago I published 250 copies of [The Bechtlers and Bechtler Coinage].” 

Richard W. (D. Wayne) Johnson 1950 — “I have been working on my glossary of numismatic terms.” 

Neil Carothers 1930 — “I have long been interested not only in coinage history but also in coins. When I wrote the book [“Fractional 
Money”] I had the numismatists in mind, and I very much hoped that they would find something of value in it.” 

Fred Bowman 1946 — “I have decided not to publish my manuscript [on Canadian coins] in book form but to break it up and publish the 
worthwhile chapters independently in numismatic periodicals.” 

Frank J. Katen 1948 — “Someday the ‘Emperor’ of numismatics may have a different outlook on what constitutes fair play. Until then we 
can only fight back with every means at our command.” 

Arthur Swann (Swann Galleries) 1946 — “We were very much disappointed in the public interest in the splendid collection of numis¬ 
matic books that we sold some time ago...” 

Farran Zerbe 1934 — “I brought home with me from the American Numismatic Association Convention last fall, the epidemic souvenir 
that they were passing around at the Congress Hotel. I...am not yet back to my normal health. Mrs. Rud Kohler...is in a very serious 
condition.” 

Ludger Gravel 1935 — “if we are offering for sale this catalogue that we had printed it is only because it has been very expensive for us to 
publish. This catalogue is costing the firm over $900.00 and shows only a very small part of Mr. Ludger Gravel collection.” 

International Numismatic Collectors and Dealers—A Few Extracts: 

Arthur B. Coole 1943 — “I have received orders to return to China...” 

Arthur B. Coole 1946 — “My collection of Chinese coins comes to over four thousand varieties... it is the best private collection... I be¬ 
lieve that I should get at least $10,000.00 for it.” 

Robert Nesmith 1957 — “Last year I handled the Andre de Coppet collection and Mrs. De C’s collection and sold in lots to dealers after 
Henry Grunthal and I appraised it and got the estate over $148,000 by private sales.” 

Spink 1935 — “Please take no further steps with reference to MUNRO Coins of Japan. There is no sale worth speaking of for the book.. ” 
Howard D. Gibbs 1946 — “I have collected coins and bought coin books for over 40 years—I have the largest private collection of coins 
and money in the World and I have a pretty good library...” 

American Numismatic Entities and Their Publications 

Including a 1943 typescript history of The Chicago Coin Club by Powills; 1948 & 1949 Hawthorne Coin Club Bulletins and correspon¬ 
dence; a complete set of the Pacific Coast Numismatic Society Numismatic Bulletin, 1948-52, the succeeding mimeographed Bulletin 
through the end of 1954, and many later meeting notices; Leonard Babin price lists and correspondence; a wealth of Chicago Coin Club 
correspondence, flyers, membership cards, and publications dating from 1930, including an extensive run of Chicago Coin Club Chatter, 
the first several volumes of Milwaukee Numismatic News, 1957-63; an extensive run, apparently complete, of Pacific Coast Numismatic 
Society monthly meeting notices, January 1954-58; MANA convention programs, 1954-58; Central States Numismatic Society programs 
and correspondence, 1940-51; Rochester Numismatic Society membership lists, correspondence, etc.; a large file of 1958-64 Cal-Harbor 
Stamp 8c Coin Club meeting notices, and monthly meeting postcards, 1948-60; and a large number of coin club membership cards and 
numerous other flyers, meeting notices, etc. from a great many coin clubs all over the United States. 

Despite spending several days poring over the materials at hand, your cataloguer has barely scratched at the significance of the content 
and has certainly missed a good many earthshaking revelations. Not only the size, but the scope of the materials present here argue for 
organization and eventual publication. It will be a daunting yet fruitful task. I Ins legacy of Michael A. Powills brings to life—warts and 
all—a half century of American life, seen through the eyes of a dedicated numismatist, family man, entrepreneur, and all-around fasci¬ 
nating fellow. 

A few additional comments on the items present here may serve to further illuminate its sometimes unpredictable content and signifi¬ 
cance. In letter after letter, Powills addresses M.H. Bolender as “Milford,” in contravention of the currently accepted “Milferd.” In 1949, 
San Franciscan Roy Hill writes about perceived impropriety in awarding the ANA auction contract to Abe Kosoff. 

Included is a 1963 letter on Indiana University stationery from Cornelia V. Christenson, “Curator of the Institute for Sex Research, Inc. 
Founded by Alfred C. Kinsey.” It was written in reply to a letter from Michael A. Powills in which he boasts of having “had personal 
correspondence with King Farouk...of enhancing his numismatic collection” and of being “quite aware that he also had a very extensive 
collection of erotica.” He further notes that the “collection was left behind” when Farouk fled the country and that he has “several high- 
level contacts in Egypt, and if the Institute is interested,” he “would be very happy to check into it.” Christenson writes that “We are indeed 
very interested in your offer to find out the whereabouts of King Farouk’s collection.” 
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In retrospect, the 1964-68 Frank Lapa correspondence present here is more than a little disquieting. It documents Michael Powills assis¬ 
tance in leasing Lapa a coin shop in Chicago in 1964 and in publicizing his efforts “to perpetuate the theme of COINS OF THE WORLD.” 
Included are copies of a October 28, 1966 speeding ticket and Powills apparent failure to be of help: “The contact who was to follow 
through on the subject matter of our discussion is going to be in Springfield on November 29th, and accordingly we are on our own... 
plead not guilty.” Also included is a carbon copy of a November 28, 1966 letter, perhaps drafted by Powills, from Lapa to the Chicago 
District Director, Internal Revenue Service, bitterly complaining that their investigation has caused him to lose many customers and that 
“it was necessary for me to send my wife out to work to pay my debts.” Present as well is a 1967 freight bill for transportation of furnish¬ 
ings weighing 9120 pounds to Los Angeles, the move likely having been precipitated by the IRS investigation. The story turns darker in 
Powills’ carbon copy of a June 14, 1967 letter to Lapa: “Have you given further thought to the incident on the occasion of the Sunday visit 
of you and Joan to 9645 [South Leavitt Street]? It could have been a memorable and enjoyable Sunday afternoon get-together which was 
so abruptly brought to an end with an unwarranted flare-up temper on your part. Obviously you did not ingratiate yourself with Dorothy 
[Mrs. Powills]. On the contrary, she was humiliated and deeply hurt.. .Need any more be said!” An August 3,1967 card from Joan Lapa 
thanks Powills “for your assistance in making our move... Also want to write Mrs. Powills and apologize for the incident prior to our leav¬ 
ing for California.” In a three-page August 24,1967 letter on “Lapa Designer, Interior, Architectural, Pattern” stationery, sent to Powills for 
him to forward to the Chicago representative of the moving company, Frank Lapa complains in onerous detail about “items which were 
missing or damaged, etc. in this move and for which we present our claim.” The correspondence concludes with Michael Powills’ carbon 
copy of a March 29,1968 letter to Frank Lapa, reading in part: “I find it trying to understand your complete indifference to my last letter; 
inasmuch as I felt I had some valuable information to pass on to you...I wanted to apprise you of the fact that I had been interrogated 
and pressured by the Intelligence Division of the IRS. Yes, even to the extent of being subjected to threats of being subpoenaed if I did not 
acquiesce in signing an affidavit.. .it was not signed!” Powills notes, despite his efforts to help, that Lapa never submitted claim forms to 
the moving company. The letter closes: “I have no recollection of ever having slandered you or caused you any harm—on the contrary—I 
think it is pretty much on the record that I have, more frequently than not, gone out of my way to defend some of your unwarranted 
outbursts. However, this is not to be construed that I am to be treated as your errand-boy’!” A handwritten 1973 letter from Lapa, pres¬ 
ent elsewhere in the Powills correspondence, perhaps portends an escalation of the downward spiral culminating two years later: “Just a 
quickie note, that the I.R.S. has given me the final bill for 1964. Are you ready = $44,122® not including penalties or interest. I’m ready 
to take the deep 6 and Joan is.” 

The correspondence makes it clear that Abe Kosoff and the Numismatic Gallery were major distributors not only of their own numismatic 
publications but of many others, including the 1929 Guttag work on Latin American coins and Ward’s 1902 Greek Coins and Their Parent 
Cities. In a 1943 letter present here Kosoff writes that “We bought our the entire available supply of the Ward books and have about 140 
copies left,” documented by an invoice to Powills for nine copies @$3.00. 

In a May 27, 1943 letter, ANA President J. Douglas Ferguson discusses the upcoming annual convention: “Unfortunately, in order to 
live within our Constitution and By-Laws, I think we will have to have a wartime business meeting in lieu of the Annual Convention... 
there will be no social events, no exhibits, or the like.” In an October 1,1943 letter, Michael Powills observes: “Considering the purpose 
of the Convention, and mindful of the limited attendance, the Association can proudly claim another successful year brought to a close.” 
In a June 8, 1947 letter General Secretary Lewis M. Reagan writes about ANA politics and the requirements necessary “to hold a respon¬ 
sible office in the Association. It is a big responsibility. With over 7000 members, assets of around $70,000.00 and annual receipts running 
now to nearly $50,000.00, to run this kind of a corporation takes brains and it takes time.” A month later he writes of Frank Katen and 
his controversial tactics: “Another 5 will get you 6 that it will also cost Frank the auction sale next year in Boston. His britches are a little 
too tight for him right now.”. 

The Katen controversies are also discussed in a number of other letters written to and from ANA officials during the 1947-50 period. As 
an example, in a February 14,1950 letter to Loyd B. Gettys, Powills writes “for the record.. .1 am in no way.. .a member of the ‘A.N.A Com¬ 
mittee of 80.’” In his reply, Gettys observes of Katen: “I feel he is a character assassin and will go to any length to gain his own purposes. 
I know.. .you have had no part in the affair.” As humorous and trivial as it may seem now, the Gettys correspondence documents that as 
early as 1945 it appears that Frank Katen was in hot water with ANA officials over a Numismatist ad offering “reincarnated” Gizzi money 
for sale, deemed as “misleading and unethical”. Mike Powills piles on the following year, condemning Katen’s first auction catalogue for 
its “lack of integrity and downright misrepresentation of facts.” In a September 26,1946 letter, Howard Gibbs takes Powills to task for his 
part in the controversy. 

Anyone with a wide-ranging interest in rare numismatic books will find that the 1939-53 file of David Bullowa/Michael Powills makes 
for delightful and most instructive reading. 

In 1956, Michael Powills wrote: “The subject of Virgil Brand could fill volumes! During his lifetime he assembled a collection which was 
truly unique in the annals of numismatic history.. .Going back at least a quarter of a century I recall being advised that the collection was 
appraised at some $700,000...this appraisal at best was an arbitrary one...a rare cent say worth $1,000 was spread on the record as being 
worth only 1C. Perchance a closer re-evaluation would be to illustrate an incident when I ran into the eminent coin dealer, Henry Chap¬ 
man (I believe it was back in 1929) who had been called in by the feuding family of the deceased to arrive at a fair division of the ‘spoils’; 
he went on to recite that he would not hesitate to guarantee that he could realize by auction between two and a half and three and a half 
million dollars, and.. .he would not live long enough to see the fulfillment of the assignment!” 

Correspondence pertaining to William Butler Yeats’s 1928 Coinage ofSaorstat Eireann reveals that only 375 copies were printed and that 
by 1942 it had “been out of print for some considerable time.” 

Also present are correspondence and other interesting materials relating to the 1966 Roosevelt University program entitled “Numismat¬ 
ics -- The Story of Civilization.” Included are three different printed flyers promoting the 1966-67 Feb. 16-May 18, Sept. 29-Dec. 15, 
and October 1-January 5 schedules. University handouts include two copies of the “Proposed Program in Numismatic Studies”; a lecture 
outline on fractional currency; and two positive evaluations by university staff, one recording attendees: 37 registered (non-credit), 6 reg¬ 
istered (credit), and 9 attending. Outlines of a number of individual presentations are also present, including the full text of Arlie Slabaugh 
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and Joseph Segel’s presentation on “The Role of the Private Mint in Numismatics.” Other materials include an October 3, 1966 letter to 
Michael Powills noting in part that “we had to cancel the entire fall course.” 

The Frank Causey Wilson correspondence provides interesting details concerning the publication of his Bulletin and a controversy be¬ 
tween him, Charles Green and preferential distribution of Hewitts Numismatic Scrapbook. 

An April 27, 1930 letter from J.W. Gade of Lundy notes that “The only Coins issued for use on Lundy Island at the moment are a One- 
Puffin Coin and a Half-Puffin Coin. These are for use solely on the Island...” 

Much valuable correspondence with numismatists in India and with a number of foreign mints and coin-issuing authorities is also pres¬ 
ent. 

The Henry Chapman correspondence, 1929-1944, is quite interesting, particularly that between Powills and Ella Wright. A number of 
invoices are present and several in the early 1930s are of some consequence. 

In an October 6,1958 letter, Los Angeles numismatist Karl M. Brainard graphically describes the September 14th death of Burton Saxon, 
who was recuperating at Brainard’s home after being released from the hospital the previous day. 

Also included is a typescript of a speech delivered by Michael Powills on August 17, 1966, on the occasion of the Diamond Jubilee ANA 
convention in Chicago. He proposes “bringing into existence the Professional International Numismatic Guild.” He then introduces 
Frank A. Lapa “as the founder of the proposed” organization, noting that Lapa was also “a professional designer of the home beautiful, 
the business executives’ offices, or a fine oil painting.” Also included is a press release crafted by Powills, and a fascinating body of cor¬ 
respondence, pro and con, discussing the topic. 

Present as well is a general inventory of the “Powills Stolen Coin Collection” and a poignant March 2, 1966 letter from Dorothy Powills 
detailing the couple’s dire financial situation, closing with: “And so, I beg of you - PLEASE, PLEASE, PLEASE, give up your office and the 
rat race that it involves, obtain employment elsewhere, and let us once again BEGIN TO LIVE!” 

The George H. Blake correspondence features much of great interest on ANA politics as does so many of the letters included here. Even 
a 1945 book order from the Secret Service is present. And it is revealed that 2,000 copies of Carothers’s Fractional Money were published. 
The most interesting if often contentious 1931-43 Charles C. Rood correspondence file reveals him to be most knowledgeable and active 
in the field of American numismatic literature. In his “thirties and very much alive” in 1931, he was selling sets of Mehl’s Numismatic 
Monthly for $10.00 or $15.00, had “bought over 10,000 copies of ‘Numismatist’ within the past year and sold three times as many as 
Duffield in that time..and stocked comprehensive runs of most nineteenth and twentieth auction sale catalogues, including Woodward 
and Frossard. After 1933, the correspondence winds down; a June 9, 1943 letter concludes: “Excuse poor writing, I’m pretty sick” and in 
a July 30, 1943 letter he writes: “If anything ‘happens’ to me as a result of my illness, these and other books will first be offered to you at 
substantial discount.” A July 22, 1944 letter from (Miss) Helen R. Tunnah confirms that Rood died in January of that year. 

Typescripts are included of two articles by Gilbert S. Perez, one on “Philippine Guerrilla Currency: The Mindanao Emergency Issues” and 
the other on “Coins from the Four Corners of the Earth.” 

And on and on.

A latter day Laban Heath, the author had “for more than a quarter of a 
century been engaged in study and in imparting my Instructions on Genuine Currency to thousands of money handlers throughout 
the United States and Canada.” Despite a proclivity for very long sentences, Rooks published an interesting textbook, filled with useful 
information.

Of the fifty copies issued, many were undoubtedly presented to personages outside of numismatic circles, making this delightful 
little volume one of the great rarities of early Canadian numismatic literature (the only copy we have handled in the past quarter century 
was in gray printed card covers). It may be the earliest photographically illustrated numismatic work published in Canada, issued a year 
before Sandham’s work on McGill College medals. Ex Robert Johnson library.

The 1883 note reads: “Mr. A. Loudon Snowden 
regrets that he is deprived the pleasure of dining with ‘The Clover Club’ on Thursday evening next.” The Clover Club initially met on Janu¬ 
ary 19, 1882 and a signal honor was bestowed upon Snowden by being invited to this, the club’s first anniversary dinner. Every president 
from Grover Cleveland to Woodrow Wilson was a guest at Clover Club dinners, other national figures attending included Mark Twain, 
Joseph A. Pulitzer, William T. Sherman and James Whitcomb Riley. In an article on the 2008 dinner, Edith Zimmerman wrote: “The 
original Clover Club was a pre-Prohibition Philadelphia institution where the bluest of blue bloods ate, drank and became restrainedly 
merry.” Indeed, A. Loudon must truly have regretted missing the dinner of the club, whose motto tells much: “Who enters here leaves 
care behind, leaves sorrow behind, leaves petty envies and jealousies behind.”
